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DETAILED ACTION 



1. Claims 1-19 are allowed and renumbered as 1-4, 6, 5, 7-9,11, 10, 12-15, 18, 19, 16 and 
17, respectively. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The cited art taken either singly or in combination with other prior arts fails to 
anticipate or fairly suggest the limitations which the Applicant claims in independent 
claim 1 in a manner which would warrant a rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 102 or 35 U.S.C. 
§ 103, especially when these limitations are considered within the specific combination 
claimed. 

The cited art, U.S. Pat. No. 6,287,957 to Linliu, discloses a method for forming a 
self-aligned contact hole, which provides a large process window and ensures full 
utilization of bottom contact area even when the overlay is not well aligned. Linliu, 
however, fails to anticipate or fairly suggest, among others, at least the process step of 
widening the contact hole to expose the first electrically insulating layer by wet etching 
sidewalls of the contact hole using an etchant that etches the second material faster than 
the first material, as claimed in claims 1, 7, and 12.
